NOW FAVOR ITS REPEAL 


Most ot Racine Barbers Against 


the Present Statute. 


Counter Petition to One Opposing 


Law's Nnlliflcation Being Circulat- 


ed Throughout tho City. 


The opinion among tlie local barbers 


a.s to the benefits: and protection to be 
gained by the barber licence law seems to 
be divided, those favoring the repeal of 
the present law bdnjf in the majority to 
a considerable extent.

of the barbers in opposition to the re- 
peal measure which is now before the 
legislature. A number of barbers have 
be'en interviewed and they state that this 
petition has not received very many sig- 
natures, and that today a counter peti- 
tion asking for the repeal of the law 
will be circulated and generally signed. 
They even go sn fur ns tn state that 
nearly- three-fourthi of the barbers fci ths 
city will ask that the measure bo repeal- 
ed n» it docs not accomplish what it was 
thought it would. 


Mayor Jumes Gorman of Kcnoaha is 


active u? an opponent of the law and 
was in tlie city leaterday interviewing 
the barbers. His visit here was not de- 
.-oid of results ns the counter petition 
asking for the repeal of the law is cred- 
ited to his work among the loeal barbers. 
According to statements mode by local 
barbers there are few supporters of the 
law in Kenosha and tho hurbers there 
arc expected to come out strongly in op- 
position to the measure.

THE SANTO DOMINGO PROTOCOL. 


Chicago News.—President "Roosevelt's 


action in transmitting to the senate the 
protocol of an agreement with Santo 
Domingo, together with recommenda- 
tions for its ratification, removes the first 
of the objections which had been ur«ed 
against that measure. 
The question 


whether a, treaty can be effected in the 
guise of a protocol and the other prob- 
lems regarding the 
respective 
treaty 


making powers of president and senate 
are eliminated. The question of dealing 
with Santo Domingo and settling its 
financial troubles can and should be 
ciissed by the senate now on its merits 
and with n view colcly to the resulting 
effects upon national affairs and inter 
national relations. 


Under the terms of the protocol the 


United States is to take temporary con 
trol of the Santo Domingo custom houses 
collect revenues and devote a certain per 
ccntage of them to the liquidation of the 
republic's debts. About 45 per cent of the 
money thus collected is to be turned over 
to the Dominican government to defrav 
its current expenses. 
The protocol also 


provides that during this temporary oc- 
cupation th? integrity of Santo Domingo 
is to be "respected." 
The arguments 


which the president offers in support o 
this plan are convincnig. If the United 
States is to maintain the Monroe doc 
trine, he says, it must be. prepared to 
assume the, responsibilities as well as th 
rights which that doctrine involves 
"Hither we must permit some other 
government to take its own measures in 
order to safeguard its own interests or 
else we must ourselves take scasonabl 
and appropriate action."

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 21.—A tele- 
hone message from Bessemer, six miles 
from the scene of the disaster at Vir- 
ginia mines, whore over 100 men have 
jccn entombed by an explosion, said that 
it D-.30 o'clock this morning an uncon- 
firmed report had reached there that the 
rescuers had reached the interior of the 


and that sixty dead bodies had 


been found. Whether this rumor is true 
or not, it is known that practically all 
hope of finding any of the imprisoned 
men alive have been abandoned. The res- 
cuers during the night encountered much 
after-damp and many of them had to be 
taken to the surface and revived, having 
been overcome by the fumes. This leads 
the rescuers to believe that the cntomb- 


>d men could not possibly have lived this 
long. 


SHIFTS CHANGED RAPIDLY. 


Hundreds of miners gathered at 
the 


Virginia during the night to help in the 
rescue work, but only a limited number 
could be employed.

The cruisers, torpedo boat 
destroyers, nnd smaller ships originally 
recommended by the general board all 
were dropped by the committee and were 
not taken up by the house. 


Prsident Roosevelt, Secretary Morton, 


Admiral Dcwey, nnd navy officers gener- 
ally besought 'congress to authorize the 
construction of three battleships. 
The 


house committee cut this down to two, 
and they remain in the bill as the re- 
sult of a test vote of 144 to 121. 
REPUBLICANS DESERT PRESIDENT. 


Many of the nouse leaders desired to 


cut the construction program to a single 
battleship, and it wns on this amendment 
that the test vote came. Thirty or forty 
Republicans went back on the president's

result in a great injury to home mater- 
ials. Every article no matter what, im- 
ported and mixed with home products, 
gets the ninety-nine per cent refund, and 
since foreign materials as a general rule 
arc so much cheaper, it is seen the appli- 
cation generally will result not only in a 
grave injury to home manufacturers and 
producers, ln.it equally so to the revenues. 
The use of the drawback system whore 
applied to products made wholly out ot 
foreign materials imported for the pur- 
pose, and then manufactured and re-ex- 
ported, the government refunding all but 
this one per cent of tho duty paid, was 
not near so damaging though an object- 
ionable practice, if we arc to maintain 
a genuine protective tariff, but when 
so extended as to cover any exported ar- 
ticle containing any fraction of foreign 
material, it is going to be an expensive 
thing to the treasury and the people. 


One trouble confronting the treasury

It is of course true he makes 
himself not only officious, but very much 
disliked, but all this makes no difference 
to this conscientious 
officer,

has 


pursued some of the millionaires for re- 


• fusal to obey the summons of the law mi- 
. til all swelldom united in cursing him, 
1 and at the end tho legislature had to be 


appealed to that a law be enacted, so as 
to let swelldom return to their homes 
and Jerome was thus beaten. 


If it is not in one way it is in another 


this valient man has endeavored to serve 
the citizens' of New York city. Having 
but the meed of his own personal self to 
encourage, no encouraging words coming 
from the mass of humanity, alone in his 
official character ho has been the type of 
one thoroughly conscientious, able public 
official doing his duty, far removed from 
the mess pools of municipal partisan poli- 
tics and corrupt associations for spoils.

They report a dan- 
gerous condition of affairs, and that the 
thousands attending theaters do so in 
constant peril of their lives. Summing 
up his work Jerome, so the account says, 
is to present his report to the mayor of 
f'Jreater New York, and if Mayor Me- 
Clellan does not Act at once, then Je- 
rome is to bring the matter before the 
grand jury at present serving, having the 
belief with his testimony ho will be able 
to secure indictments. 


If every district attorney was to act ns 


efficiently, as conscientiously in our large 
cities, crime would have more care, vio- 
lators at least cf ordinances who in this 
endanger human life, would be called 
down and compelled to observe the laws 
nnd precautions ordered by 
competent 


authorities to remove the attendant dan- 
gers of live in public places of amuse- 
ment. There nro the exits to look nfter. 
and of these every public place, should 
be well supplied. Then the outward 
doors, do they nil swing on their hinges 
outward? and arc the audiences seeking 
the outside, all turned into a -smnll vesti- 
bule with comparatively narrow doors to 
eso:ipo by. antl arc the people coining out 
of tipper balconies turned in the currents 
of people coining out of the lower pros- 
columns'! All these arc queries this nble 
official intends to present 
in 
forcible 


shape to the mayor of his city. His re- 
ports will, so the account states, demon- 
strate many of the theaters are danger- 
ous as regards the prospects of attend- 
ants nnd audiences escaping with safety 
in case of trouble. 


The authorities of all our cities would 


do well to have a constant care for this. 
Every fire ordinance should be carefully 
observed ami every place of public char- 
acter compelled to have ample exits, and 
ample fire escapes. It is perhaps an un-' 
pleasant duty and it is certainly a thank- 
less duty, .for the general reason of the 
supreme indifference of communities gen- 
erally as to whether or not when they 
attend public places as paying guests or 
visitors, they have every reasonable op- 
portunity to escape in alarms of fire or 
the dreaded fire itself. But it can be al- 
ways assured that every time some com- 
munity suffers 
a horrible catastronhe 


then authorities may expect to be roast- 
ed alike by the citizens and press, to say 
nothing of' the wear on their conscience 
if they possess any. 


WILL, GET TOGETHER ALL IUCHT. 


The San Domingo message of the pres- 


ident to the senate conveyed details in 
abundance, but the gist of the message 
wus in telling just what our beautiful 
Monroe doctrine really is, and what our 
duties are if we intend to live up to the 
doctrine of the earlier fathers of the 
republic. We, thai we make good to Eu- 
rope, must of necessity give them 
no 


good arguments for landing forces in 
countries of this hemisphere or sending 
ships of war to blockade American ports. 
To do this, it belongs to us just a» the 
president says it does, to ourselves to offi- 
ciate as international collectors and en- 
force order.-,. This may not be a pleasant 
policy, but it seems to be the only right 
policy to pursue. 


Tho president has thoroughly shown up 


to the .senate and the country this San 
Domingo business. It is for the senate 
to act and act at once in the matter. The 
people will not endure a. waiting policy. 
The sc-nnte is a. stickler for its constitu- 
tional rights, and very rightly indeed this 
should be so, but yet it. must do business 
as it were on the nail, for emergencies 
arise very quickly, and should events de- 
mand action, the. people will unquestion- 
ably support the president. 


When onco a country is pulled out of 


tho hole and its debt readjusted, 
the 


United State; should warn the countries 
concerned and all other countries, that 
thereafter those getting concessions nnd 
in one way and another getting coun- 
tries in debt to them, must look out for 
themselves. There is no doubt but that 
a considerable part of the foreign debts 
of those South American countries is no 
honest debt, and a not inconsiderable 
portion private debts, foreigners would 
have ju>t as good reason to hold our gov- 
ernment responsible for, ns they do now 
hold these governments to the south re- 
sponsible for. 


If we nsse.rt this Monroe doctrine fur- 


ther, we must be prepared at any hour 
to make good. We can not do Ihii un- 
less we have a strong navy and unfortu- 
nately the little American* in the house 
nnd senate are beginning to make their 
impression: they will not consent that 
their pork barrels suffer at the hands of 
a formidable United Staten navy. They 
can shout economy, economy, a costly 


navy is not. needed. So they can. . But 
the appropriation bills speak 'for 'them- 
selves and millions upon millions are be- 
ing appropriated for purposes that can 
well be dispensed with, and to help out 
the political pork barrel. Perhaps the 
newer reading of Uic words in our poli- 
tical platforms, "We are in favor of an 
economically administered government," 
might'moan we favor strict economy at 
the expense of the only power, our navy, 
that can command the respect of foreign 
powers. 


VOIl A SUITABLE NAVY. 


In a late issue of the Congressional 


Record it is stated the total cost of the 
public buildings in tho United States up 
to date had been $242,032,270 and.that 
the naval appropriations for the past 
three years had been $270,452,012. Tho 
amount asked for new public buildings 
this yenr, that is, next fiscal year, is 
,«73,odo,000 nnd 
for tlie navy $100,000,- 


000 which provides for two battleships 
and not another item of defense addit- 
ional. The 
speech of Mr. Sheppard of 


New York on the. subject of public build- 
ings and navnl appropriations gives some 
information which mny be of somci inter- 
est. His estimate shows that to put up 
public buildings in the 1,900 towns in 
the country of over 2.500 population cost- 
ing 550,0'X) each will take $95,000,000, To 
this the member places us a reproof to 
those wanting a good sized naval appro- 
priation, the naval amount called for 
this year, which is as ho states $100.070,- 
0711. 
Then he goes further and says the 


number of towns of 10.000 and over in 
the country is 43S and to equip these, 
with $50,000 public 
buildings 
will re- 


quire but $21.900.000. 


So there wo are. Public buildings or 


the navy. Meanwhile executive and leg- 
islative at Washington proclaim eloquent- 
ly about tiie Monroe doctrine, dissert 
about our keeping the warring Rus nnd 
Jap out of China, issue diplomatic effus- 
ions to all the powers ns to our prefer- 
ences .in tlio great struggle, 
even 
to 


marking out the lines beyond which nei- 
ther R;iss nor Jap shall tread, indicating 
to tlit! combined powers Chinese territory 
sluill not be partitioned; we in truth in- 
terest ourselves in the affairs of a whole 
world providing treaties that the pence 
bo kept, yet with it all we have an un- 
seemliness in congress over the construc- 
tion of a. few additional battleships and 
cruisers. It now has gotten down to 
but two new ones with the house now 
voting for the two and the senate report- 
ed not even willing to ;igree to that, but 
may assent to one.

number of battleships to thirty-eight.

places. Unaccompanied women will be 
mighty circumspect when in Chicago nnd 
oven then they are running risks from 
the alleged detectives that flourish al- 
most everywhere to say nothing of the 
regular police who will run people in 
with very small provocation or none at 
nil.

• Now York.—"Failure in Wall Street." 
This 18 a headline that is often seen in 
Gotham dallies, but it seldom creates 
nruch comment. 
It only records the 


fact that another firm has been caught 
on the wrong side of the market and 
forced to suspend. 


But the bankruptcy proceedings re- 


cently Instituted against the Munroe 
brothers reveal a remarkable story of 
the operations of two young men whose 
only business experience before tbelr 
advent among bulls and bears had con- 
sisted In the aelling of collars and neck- 
ties In a distant and virtually foreign 
city, who came to New York with prac- 
tically no capital and in the course of 
a few months were dealing in millions 
and negotiating with some of the most 
Influential financiers of the "street," 
until the Inevitable crash came. 


They hobnobbed 
with millionaires 


and some of the best men of themetrop- 


,Vith that reference there seemed to be 
jo doisbt that the firm was liimucially 
-gcod." The furniture concern sent up 
?300 worth of goods, together with a 
bill. Munroe &. Munroe made a Jew 
more purchases in the course of a week. 
raising the bill to $3S9. 


The bill wasn't paid in October. Still 


the furniture man didn't think it wort)-, 
while to press such excellent cus- 
tomers. In November a short and very 
polite reminder was sent. No answer. 


And still McHugh & Co. were not wor- 


ried until, on Docember 2, along came E 
-olloctor for another firm to whom they 
were also Indebted', who had heard' thai 
McHugh had trusted Munroe & Munroe; 
al«o that things didn't look quite right. 
He dropped in to give a friendly little 
business tip. 


Joseph McHugh decided to brook the

The Beginning. 


Until about four years ago, George 


and Alexander Munne kept a little 
habcrilisl-ory shop' in St. .Catherines 


i street. .Mr.j-.u-;:!. They were quiteyoung 


men and apparently devoted to their 
business. 


It w-as generally understood that they 


received financial backing from J. N. 
Greenshields, a prominent Canadian 
broker of that city. 
George Munroe 


married a sister of Greenshlelds and 
through his influence the brothers -were 
introduced in go6d circles. There had 
always been speculation as to -whether 
or not the haberdashery store prospered, 
but one day it was announced that the 
Munroes aad sold the store. At this 
time the mining craze was springing up 
over the country, and the brothers went 
down to the financial center of Montreal, 
opened up an office and put out a sign, 
"Munroe & Munroe, Mining Brokers." 


Move to New York. 


Although they dealt in a few stocks on 


commission, it was generally conceded 
that their chief business was the band- 
ling of mining stocks in which Green- 
shields was Interested. 
Even in the 


Wining business, however, they failed 
to attract any attention in Montreal, and 
ziot long afterward they came to New 
York and established themselves' on 
Broad street, in the very heart of the 
financial district. 


"While in Montreal they had become 


connected with the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraphy company, of Canada, and,as 
it was understood that the stock was 
valuable, they began to advertise it ex- 
tensively on their arrival 
here,, and 


worked up a wonderful trade among tne 
Italians, who were attracted in part, no 
doubt, because of thoir kinship of na- 
tionality with the inventor. 


Meantime the Munroes had also be-

tions by which Munroe & Munroe. the 
"laundry" brokers, obtained trom the 
bank a daily loan of JGO.OOO for eight 
dayson an unindorsed and unsecured de- 
mand notes for the purpose of washing 
hundreds of thousands of shares of Mon- 
treal & Boston Consolidated mining 
stock in th» curb market, as the act of a 
Junior officer of that institution. 


That junior officer was Archibald G. 


Loomis, second vice president of the 
bank and the loading member of 
th"» 


Montreal and Boston underwriting syn- 
dicate. Of course there had to be some- 
body upon whom the responsibility could 
be placed by the public for the unusual 
transactions, and the curiosity of men 
on tho street was satisfied when Mr. 
Loomis resigned. 


It should be said, however, that in the 


transactions the bank was In no way dis- 
credited. 
The 
$GO.OOO borrowed wero 


paid back by Munroe & Munroo before 
tho close of banking hours each day, so 
that the bank lost nothing. 


An Interesting phase of the negotia- 


tions was that the Munroes, unknown 
and untried youths, became close per- 
lonal friends of Loomis. 


Began on Capital of $1,600. 


Tho worldly capital of the Munroes 


•when they quit tho genteel occupation of 
gents' furnishers in Montreal to take ui 
even a more genteel occupation in New 
York, was about $1.600. 


The furniture In tho office would have 


cost more than that— If it had been paid 
for and reflected great credit upon the 
good taste ot f...v : tntlrmen. The desks 
woro of the finest and most expensive 
make and the furnishings lavish. There 
was a grill of chastely ornamental irot 
work which confined the cashier, and 
probably kept him 
from 
absconding 


with the firm's heavily bonded debt, 


The furniture Included a set of bis 


easy 'leather-lined chairs and an impos 
Ing sofa 
There were other tastetu 


touches about the place, and ever/thin 
Buggcsted to the uninitiated that untold 
wealth was at their command. 


But it was these same furnishings 


that first brought tho trouble that result- 
ed In banlcrupcy proceedings. 
Bankruptcy Proceedings Instituted. 


About October 1, Munroe & Munroe 


Approached McHugh & Co. They want- 
ed a bill of goods sent up to their Broad 
street offices. 
They mentioned as reference the Na- 


ank and jent'.a collector down toMun- 
•oa & Munroe. "Why, certainly!" said 
hat firm, obligingly, and drew at once 
a check for the full amount on a Mon- 
real bank. 
McHugh & Co. deposited the check 


.hat afternoon — December 2 — and 
bought no more of it for a week. At 
ha end of the week back came, the check 
marked "N. G." 


A member of the McHugh firm went 


down to investigate. He found a "clerk 


situation. 
two years ago, however, they had a hard 
row to hoe. and little was heard of 
them in connection with this company.

ie outset and tie balance witbin cer- 
aln Epecifletrtlmes. 
The understanding w«s, however, 
hat those who Had' underwritten the 
tock would not pay the one-dollar price 
inless the money became necessary for 
.he development ofithe mining property, 
.he promotion of -*t«ckvsales, and eo on. 
rtiat Is, while^they, agreed to pay a cer- 
.ain amount ab'onld the' exigency ariae, If 
t did' not arise.,they*would be so much 
nore "to the good." 


Kesort to Washing. 


Brokers who were members of the ex- 


change were readily found who were 
willing to dispose' ot a.certaln number of 
-.bares a month, and;'what they received 
was to go 60) per cent, to them and 40 
per cent, to those who had underwritten 
the stock in the beginning. It waa then 
decided that in order to sell the stock 
at a price above one dollar per share, 
it would be necessary to resort to the 
process known.as "washing." 


In other words, they' agreed to them- 


selves purchase the stack at a high fig- 
ure, in order to set that as the market 
rate. Par being five dollars, and they j 
having obtained it at one dollar, they 
arranged fox street sales at 
J2.50 


and S3, themselves buying at that 
rate, in order;to show tbat the stock 
was active and to induce the public to 
buy at the same price. 


In point of fact, so as to make a. show- 


ing of large sales, those who were sell- 
ing the stock were themselves bidding 
on it. all the transactions being credited 
on-the books. 
It has been shown that, 


lured by this system, one outsider 
bought 50.000 shares; at from $2.50 to »3. 


In disposing of the stock, Munroe & 


Munroe "washed" about-3.000,000 shares 
or more in the process of getting rid of 
about 130,000 shares, for which they arc 
said to bave paid the company not more 
than $130,000 in all. The brokerage on 
raising this ?1SO,000 is more than $100,- 
000, because they had" to pay commis- 
sions on the whole 3,000,000 shares. 


How Sales Were Made. 


The Musroes would give orders to cer- 


tain brokers to sell and to other brokers 
to buy. 
When they sold they would- 


get a check the following morning, and 
then they would use that check, turning 
it over to the brokers they had employed 
to buy. The result was that. December 
7, the day of the failure, they received 
checks in payment for the stock sold 
the day before, and 
• they used1 these 


checks to pay for stock they had-bought 
the day before, but when it came to 
their p'aying for the stock they bought 
on December 7. they had not the money; 
the "endless chain" broke, the Munroes 
went into bankruptcy, and all these per- 
sons are creditors for the stock. 


Before this situation was 
reached, 


however, the Munroes had their day of 
prosperity, or, rather, George did, for he 
is the head and front of the combina- 
tion, even though his brother was sen^ 
ior member of the firm. When they 
cams here they were aggressive and en- 
thusiastic young fellows, of the type

The Aztecs of old were not only 


great soldiers, but also diligent culti- 
vators of the soil, and had acquired 
considerable proficiency in agriculture, 
says the Southern Workman, although 
they had no horses, oxen or other ani- 
mals of draft. To this day the men 
earn their living chiefly as day labor- 
ers .in the fields now owned by the 
Mexicans.
